Embassy at Rome, states that the non- 
existence in the country of coal has of late 
caused keen attention to be paid to the

motive power contained in the numerous natural and artificial 
falls of water in Italy. These have been estimated as being 
capable of furnishing 10,000,000 horse-power, and it is antici- 
pated that a still further impetus will be given to industrial 
enterprise by the application of electricity derived from 
this source. A future would thus appear to be in store for many 
Italian undertakings which have hitherto relied entirely upon 
foreign coal. 

The year 1901 has:seen the inauguration of the Vizzola-Ticino 
Electric Supply Company, capable of producing 23,000 horse- 
power, which is intended to be utilised by the manufacturing 
districts in the neighbourhood of Milan. 

Many other electric supply companies of lesser importance have 
been or are in course of being established with the object of 
supplying motive power to various industries. 

When it is considered that Italy annually consumes 5,000,000 
tons of coal, the greater portion in industrial undertakings, 
the importance of this development cannot be over-estimated, 
especially by the United Kingdom, which exports 4,500,000 tons 
of this amount. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,933.) 


in his recent report to the Foreign Office, H.M. Consul at Naples 
‘ ... remarks that last year one British firm aid 
excellent business agricultural implements, 
ieee and there can be no doubt that such articles 
might be pushed in the southern provinces of Italy with good 
effect. Reapers and winnowing machines are in the greatest 
request, but there seems to be an opening for drills, which are 
very rarely used. ‘These should not be too heavy ; what is known 
in the United Kingdom as a “pony drill” would be the most 
useful, though in some of the plains a larger kind might be drawn 
by oxen. 

Good cart horses are non-existent in the south, nags of about 
15 hands being the best horses procurable. These are unfitted 
for heavy draught work. Hay-makers and horse rakes are un- 
suitable for Italy, as hay can be gathered leisurely and dries 
quickly in the swath, so that a haycock is practically unknown, 
and there is no necessity for raking the new mown grass. There 
is also a large demand for sprinklers, which are used for dressing 
the vines with a solution of sulphate of copper. The tank is 
carried on a man’s back like a knapsack, his hands remaining free 
towork the pump. The ploughs used in South Italy are extremely 
primitive, and a great.deal of threshing is still done with the flail. 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,936.) 
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ITALY—continued. 


In the same report H.M. Consul gives details regarding the 
import of dried fish into Naples, and sums up 
Dried Fish. as follows :— 

“There is no competition against British 
interests in the pilchard and herring trades. Norway competes 
very severely with us in hard cured fish, such as gaspe and 
‘Newfoundland shore-fish. The French are strong competitors in 
the soft cured fish, and will always gain ground, especially against 
the Labrador cure, for the reasons, firstly, of the bounty they 
receive, secondly, because their fish being dried at Cette, Bordeaux 
and Marseilles, it is imported weekly from the last port according 
to the necessities of the market, the soft cured fish being mainly 
consumed in the city of Naples and its immediate neighbourhood, 
and thirdly, because the Newfoundland merchants send their fish 
to Naples improperly culled, and many parcels have arrived here 

in a very unsatisfactory condition.”

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HONDURAS. 


The “ Bulletin Commercial ” (Brussels) of the 17th February, says 
. that it appears from information collected by a 
a. Mexican trade commission that Honduras takes 
large quantities of cotton piece-goods, especially 
drills. The United Kingdom, France, and Germany have a share 
in this trade, but imports from the United States preponderate. 
Honduras importers pay from 7? to 11 cents gold for drills, and 
they are resold from 31% to 54 cents silver. These goods are also 
manufactured in Mexico; the exact. cost of production in ¢hat 
country is not known, but it approximates to that of unfinished 
cloth (toile brute). 

Coarse piece-goods of the cheapest quality are sold in Honduras 
at 12, 18, 25, and 31 cents silver wholesale per Spanish “vara” 
(33 ins.). The tradesmen buy them from the importers by the 
yard, and retail them to the public per “ vara.” Massachusetts 
cloth, costing in New York about 4 cents gold, is placed on the 
Honduras market, all expenses included, at 173 cents silver, and 
reselis at one cent’more; another quality of the same class costing 
3 cents gold, is retailed at 174 cents silver. 

The same stuffs are manufactured in Mexico; it is rather curious 
to notice comparative prices, at the place of production, of 
American and Mexican goods; as regards the first quality men- 
tioned above, a piece 294 yards long, width being about the same 
for the two countries, costs in New York 1.31 dols. gold, and in 
Mexico 2.44 dols. silver. Prices of the second quality of the same 
dimensions are respectively 1.23 dols. gold ak 2.29 dols. silver ; 
bleached stuff costs 1.16 dols. gold and 2.22 dols. silver, and sells 
in Honduras at 18 to 20 cents a yard. 

A cloth or this kind, frequently worm in Honduras, known as 
‘‘zarzas,” is imported from New York at prices varying between 
3} and 4} cents gold, and sells at 18 to 20 cents silver. 

Printed or coloured cloths are very rare, as in Mexico; it 
would seem, however, that they would be easy to introduce and sell. 


Other articles which, it is said, are likely to obtain a profitable 
Ladies’ Hats sale in Honduras are ladies’ hats, shawls, 
Shawls, Shoes, am hides, shoes, cheap saddles, and tobacco. 


ARGENTINA. 
With reference to the notice which appeared on page 102 of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” for 16th October 
Port Works. last, relative to the proposals for the Buenos 
Aires port works extension, authorised by law 
number 4,051, it is to be noted that the “Boletin Oficial” of 
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30th January last, contains a report of the committee appointed 
to consider the proposals presented. The committee in summing 
up state that both in the official project and the proposals made, 
they find defects which might be remedied and ideas of improve- 
ments which might easily be introduced if fresh tenders were 
called for. They therefore consider that it would be proper to 
revise the official project and corresponding estimate, and, in the 
meantime, are of opinion that none of the proposals made accord 
with the conditions laid down, and must therefore be rejected.

From the above table it can be seen that exportation from 
Gallipoli last year was very limited, and this fact is chiefly to be 
ascribed to the competition of Spanish oils. In some parts of 
Calabria, and especially Catanzaro, crops have been abundant, and 
the oils were sold for the greatest part in Northern Italy, where 
they were preferred to Gallipoli oil on account of the lower price. 
During the last three months of 1902 the offers both from Spain 
and from the inland Italian provinces diminished gradually, and 
consumers resorted again to Gallipoli oil; the demand, however, 
has been rather limited. 

The report goes on to say: “About equal quantities have 
been exported during 1902 to England and to the Italian ports, 
whilst exports to Russia have been insignificant owing to the 
considerable difference in price between Gallipoli and Spanish 
oils. It must, however, be observed that on closer examination the 
Russian buyers seldom found in the Spanish oils that extraordinary 
burning quality so eagerly required by them; if it is true that 
they had paid very low prices for them, it is likewise a fact that 
they received common oils of doubtful colour, not very bright, 
and without extraordinary burning qualification. The differences 
between buyers and sellers have consequently been numerous, 
and the former have been obliged to concede that the quality 
was proportionate to the price. There are only few lots of really 
well-burning oil for Russian use at Gallipoli, and the prices asked 
for them are, of course, rather high. 

“ Unfortunately, the new crop les proved an entire failure as far 


as the quantity is concerned, the stock existing on 31st December 
last comprising, for the greater part, also the new production. 
This stock amounted to 2,681 imperial tuns, as ‘against 1,625 on 
the corresponding date of 1901, and 1,100 in 1900. The price of 
Gallipoli oil on the 31st December, 1902, was 35/. 5s. per imperial 
tun, as compared with 33/. 10s., and 261. 15s. in 1901 and 1900 
respectively.”

The following is a list of some Decisions affecting the application 
Gidding of the Customs Tariff of the United States, 
edion which have recently been issued by the Treasury 
: Department at Washington for the guidance of 

United States Customs officers and others :— 

Metal thread.—Single flag tinsel wire crinkled, and articles 
composed of two fine flat tinsel wires, each of which is crinkled, 
and the two being twisted loosely together, the articles being 
commercially known as crinkled lame, are dutiable as tinsel wire, 
lame or lahn, at the rate of 5 cents per lb., under paragraph 179 
of the Tariff, and not at the rate of 5 cents per Ib. and 35 per cent. 
ad valorem under the same paragraph as metal thread. In this 
connection it is laid down that the term “ metal thread” is a 
commercial term used to designate an article made by twisting a 
thread of cotton and silk with a strand of tinsel wire, lame or lahn, 
and does not include any article composed wholly of metal. 

Articles described as “ cordonnet,” “ filé or,” “washable gold 
thread,” or “ wash gold thread,” composed of three metal threads 
twisted together, each of such component metal threads being 
composed of a cotton thread wrapped round with fine tinsel wire, 
and such component thread being known commercially as “ metal 
thread ” and also as “‘cordonnet,” are dutiable as metal threads at 
the rate of 5 cents per lb. and 35 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 179 of the Tariff, and are not dutiable as articles 
composed of metal threads. 

Parts of ploughs.—Parts of ploughs are .not dutiable as 
“‘ ploughs ” under paragraph 460 of the Tariff. 

Imitation silk yarns.—Imitation silk yarns or threads, made from 
cotton waste which has undergone a chemical change, thereby 
losing its identity as cotton, and containing no compounds of 
pyroxylin or collodion, are dutiable under paragraph 385 of the 
Tariff as silk yarns or threads, by virtue of the provisions of 
section 7 of the Tariff Act, and are not dutiable as cotton yarns 
under paragraph 3()2. 

Silk belting.—Elastic belting, of suitable lengths and widths for 
belts, finished and ornamented with small steel rivets and stars, 
the posts of which penetrate through the goods and are riveted on 
the reverse side, composed of silk, cotton, india-rubber, and metal, 
silk being the component of chief value, are properly dutiable at 
the rate of 50 per cent. ad valorem under the provisions of 
paragraph 389 of the Tariff, and not under paragraph 391. 

Glass lens and prism blanks.—Glass blanks moulded or pressed 
into the form of prisms, or into circular shapes with surfaces 
approximating those of the finished lens, but which have not been 
further advanced, and are intended to be ground into prisms and 
lenses for optical instruments, are free of duty under the provision 
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for “ glass plates or discs, rough-cut or unwrought, for use in the 
manutacture of optical instruments,” &c., in paragraph 565 of the 
Tariff, and are not dutiable at the rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem, 
as manufactures of glass, under paragraph 112. Such prism 
blanks, however, which do not exceed 8 inches in any outside 
dimension, when polished on one or more sides to enable the 
character of the glass to be determined, are excluded from the 
operation of paragraph 565.. 

Petroleum tav.—Petroleum tar, a by-product of crude petroleum 

resulting from the manufacture of Pintsch gas from crude 
petroleum, is dutiable as a product of petroleum, under the 
proviso to paragraph 626 of the Tariff, at a rate equal to that 
imposed by the country of production on petroleum tar imported 
from the United States. 

Undecorated fire bricks weighing more than 10 Ibs. each.—Un- 
decorated fire bricks weighing more than 10 lbs. each, and 
designed for linings for coke ovens, are dutiable under paragraph 
87 of the Tariff at the rate of 1:25 dols. per ton, being assimilated 
to undecorated fire bricks weighing not more than 10 lbs. each. 

Fuses.—F uses composed in chief value of gutta-percha, used for 
blasting purposes by being connected with, and adapted to explode, 
a detonator, which in turn fires a falminate, are not dutiable under 
paragraph 421 of the Tariff, as fulminates, fulminating powder, or 
like articles, but are dutiable at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem 
under paragraph 450 as manufactures in chief value of gutta- 

ercha. 

Music books in foreiqn language——Music books containing no 
words other than a short preface, an index, and occasional notes 
for the guidance of the performer, all printed in a foreign 
language, are dutiable as music in books, at the rate of 25 per 
cent. ad valorem, under paragraph 403 of the Tariff, and are not 
free of duty as books or pamphlets printed exclusively in language 
other than English. An insignificant amount of printing in a 
foreign language in a book of instrumental music, the foreign 
printing being merely incidental to the music, is not sufficient to 
entitle such merchandise to free entry as books printed exclusively 
in a language other than English. 

Dried seaweed.—Seaweed dried in the sun, even though it may 
be used as food, is not dutiable as “ vegetables, prepared or pre- 
served” under paragraph 241 of the Tariff, nor as “ vegetables in 
their natural state” under paragraph 257, but is exempt from duty 
under the provision for “seaweeds . . . crude or unmanu- 
factured,” in paragraph 617. 

Marjoram and thyme leaves.—-Marjoram and thyme leaves are 
not spices, but are known and recognised commercially as herbs, 
and are drugs. Such articles, being crude and inedible, are free 
under paragraph 548 of the Tariff. 
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Waste bagging.—Certain old gunny cloth or waste bagging, 
composed of jute, consisting of pieces of varying size cut from 
cotton bales, and fit for use otherwise than in paper-making, is held 
to be dutiable as ‘“ waste, not specially provided for,” at the rate 
of 10 per cent. ad valorem, under paragraph 463 of the Tariff, and 
is not free of duty, either under paragraph 6382, as “waste bagging, 
including oid gunny cloth and old gunny bags, fit only to be 
converted into paper,” or under paragraph 648 as “rags, not other- 
wise specially provided for.” 

Etched glass (thermometers).—To bring articles of etched glass 
within the provisions of paragraph 100 of the Tariff providing for 
“articles of glass . . . etched . . . or otherwise orna- 
mented, decorated or ground, . . . and any articles of which 
such glass is the component material of chief value,” the etching 
must amount to an ornament or decoration. 

It is held accordingly that thermometers of glass and metal 
(mercury), glass being the component material of chief value, on 
which are etched a scale of degrees and the name and place of 
business of the makers of the articles, the etching being purely of 
@ utilitarian and practical character, are not dutiable under the 
said paragraph 100, but are dutiable under paragraph 112, at the 
rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem, as manufactures of which glass is 
the component material of chief value, not specially provided for. 


MEXICO.

This announcement, says the Consul-General, has called forth 
strong protests from the Christiania Press on the ground that the 
trade between Norway and Hamburg barely suffices to maintain 
the two Norwegian companies, between whom the competition is 
very keen and that consequently the new line can only have the 
object of ousting the Norwegian companies completely, which 
would leave the German line to charge what freights they pleased. 


BELGIUM. 
In a despatch recently received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
Proposed Legation at Brussels, attention is directed to 
Sulton of 6 the movement on foot in Belgium for the 
ieeatiie creation of a Belgian Mercantile Marine, and 
Marine. extracts from the “ Etoile Belge,” forwarded 


with the despatch, show that practical steps 
are being contemplated with a view to its establishment. In order 
to encourage private enterprise the Belgian Government, 
it is said, have decided to appoint shortly a Special Commission, 
chosen from among the members of the “ Conseil Supérieur 
de l’Industrie et du Commerce,” and including experts and 
specialists on the subject. The scope of study will be a wide 
one, but the principal points to be considered are fully dealt with 
in the extracts referred to above, which may be seen on application 
at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 
50, Parliament Street, S.W., any day between the hours of 
10 a.m. and 5 p.m.

BRAZIL.

Brazilian Minister of Finance by a Circular dated 8th August, 
1902, and was interpreted by the Inspector of Customs as 
applying to direct shipments to Iquitos; the Minister of Finance 
subsequently telegraphed that these instructions were to apply 
only to imports into and exports from Bolivia by way of the 
Amazon. The suspension has now been removed by a circular 
issued by the Minister of Finance on the 20th February, thereby 
restoring free transit on the Amazon, munitions of war temporarily

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AUSTRALIA—-SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 


In the prefatory report on the agricultural and live-stock statistics 
Olive Oil of South Australia for the year ended 31st 
Seaieaiion. March, 1902, it is stated that olive cultivation 
has for many years been carried on in that 
State, the climatic conditions, nature of the soil, and the introduc- 
tion of the best varieties all tending to the success of a highly 
remunerative industry in the production of fruit and oil of the best 
quality. The number of trees returned for the period under review 
is 66,852, against 61,740 in 1900-01, and the quantity of oil 
expressed 11,327 galls., as against 6,520 galls. 


The same report states that vine-growing in South Australia is 
becoming one of the most important industries, 

Viticulture. the production of wine having increased four- 

fold during the past decade. In 1893 there 
were 15,418 acres with 4,206,880 vines in bearing and 4,545,737 
non-producing. In 1902 the area had increased to 20,860 acres, 
the number of productive vines to 9,504,880, and 1,396,531 vines 
not in bearing, aggregating over 10,000,000 vines. 

The report adds that it is evident that the future of the vine 
industry must depend more and more on extraneous demand, 
especially from consumers in Great Britain. The consumption of 
Australian wine in the United Kingdom was in 1860 only 951 galls. ; 
in 1870,36,147 galls. ; in 1880,55,000 galls. ; in 1890, 314,401 galls. ; 
and at the close of the century, 822,503 galls. During the 40 years 
the total consumption in the United Kingdom of wine of all 
countries increased from 7,358,192 galls. to 15,888,069 galls. 


BRITISH WEST INDIES.

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GERMAN EAST AFRICA. 


With reference to p. of the “ Board of Trade 
. ournal” of 29th January, a recent report b 
the United States at 
™? states that the German Colonial Association has 
been watching with interest the success of the Russians in growing 
cotton in Central Asia. It is stated that the economic committee 
of the Association does not intend to confine its scope of 
operations to Togoland, but Eastern Africa is also to receive 
attention. There are already cotton plantations at Kilimatinde, 
Tanga, Wilhelmstahl, Mandera, Kissorawe, Kilwa, Kilossa, and 
Bismarkburg, and primitive cotton-weaving mills at Wahmega, 
Kilimatinde, Rangwe-Urunger, and on the Tanganyika, which 
prove conclusively the possibility of cotton-growing in that part 
of Africa. A tabulated statement by Dr. H. Maurer shows 
that the climatic conditions and the yearly rainfall do not differ 
essentially from those observed in the cotton-growing districts of 
the United States. The East African cotton enterprise is to be 
developed on broad lines by founding an agricultural school. It 
is said that the Government of East Africa, aided by some large 
German cotton-spinning companies, is willing to aid the enter- 
prise financially. 


ITALY.

H.M. Consul at Naples reports that the revival of the silk industry 
ii de in the Neapolitan provinces is a question of 
the Pie Industry great interest in commercial circles, and the 

* great hope for the future is in co-operation on 
the part of the growers. It is to be tried on a fairly large scale 
as an experiment for three years, mainly by the generosity of a 
landowner in the provinces, who has placed the necessary premises 
at the disposal of a local agricultural society. 

The model to be followed is that of Professor Sansone’s Society 
in the province of Cremona. This society is composed of 160 
members, all silk-growers, with a capital of 4,800/., and has been 
in existence since the year 1900. Its object is to collect the 
cocoons grown by its members, to dry them scientifically, and to 
dispose of them to the best advantage in the market. Last year 
the society dealt with no less than 51,000,000 Ibs. of cocoons, with 
the best results. Besides transacting the business on a large scale, 
and thus avoiding much unnecessary expense to their members, 
the society has established a credit system whereby they pay their 
members cash on account up to two-thirds of the value of the 
cocoons deposited from time to time. ‘These credit operations 
amounted in all to 2,800/., a large sum when the small occupiers 
to whom it was paid are taken into account. The expenses in- 
curred for drying, storing and selling the product came to 1}d. 
per kilo. of 2} lbs., which is much less than would have been the 
cost if these processes had been conducted by the individual 
peasants. Besides, it was much better done, and the product was 
by so much the more marketable. 

Lastly, the society is able to watch the market, which the 
peasant cannot do, as he is forced to realise his product at once, 
and falls into the hands of small dealers who give him their own 
price. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,936.)

The “ Neues Tagblatt” of Stuttgart, recently published an article 
recapitulating certain hints regarding openings 
of for trade in the Levant. 
According to the writer of the article, a 

Pl age ioe heme is on foot for the establishment of 
ing Society. heme is on foot for the establishment of a 
great German trading society for the purpose 
of developing commercial relations with the Levant on an entirely 
new basis. This concern, which will have its head office in 
Germany, and its principal branch at Constantinople, will import 
German manufactures direct into the East, and will exploit the 
natural products of the Levant. The new departure in this 
enterprise consists in appointing agents in the principal districts 
who will, to a great extent, be allowed a free hand. Commercial 
travellers have seldom proved a success in the Ottoman Empire, 
because, whatever their ability, they do not succeed in acquiring 
a thorough knowledge of the needs of the population. The 
establishment is therefore now recommended of “heads of 
districts ” who will remain in the country, will gain a good know- 
ledge of the language, ways of living, and needs and tastes of the 
inhabitants, and will be practically independent in their own 

sphere. 

The “Tagblatt ” lays stress upon the economic wealth of Asiatic 
Turkey. It recalls the fact that the British capitalist realises the 
profits to be gained from exploiting the mines, and asks why the 
Germans cannot succeed equally. They might obtain monopolies, 
which are particularly remunerative in this country, and claim — 
concessions for the numerous electrical works, which, it is stated, 
are soon to be extensively undertaken.

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REPORTS OF BRITISH CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE. 


Liverpool At a meeting of the Committee of the African 
Trade Section of the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce held on 
26th January, in the Board Room of the Chamber, Sir Alfred 
Jones, K.C.M.G., presiding, it was reported to the meeting by a 
member of the Committee, that 26 bales of cotton grown in West 
Africa from seed supplied by the chairman, had arrived in Liver- 
pool, and had been sold at 54d. per pound, or at #d. per pound 
more than “ middling American,” for the purpose of being used as 
a substitute for “rough Peruvian” for mixing with wool. Sir 
Alfred Jones reported that the Government had undertaken to 
carry all cotton grown in West Africa free over the Lagos and 
Sierra Leone Railway for a period of two years from the 1st January, 
1903, provided Messrs. Elder, Dempster & Co. would undertake to 
carry the same to this country free for the same period. Sir 
Alfred stated that his firm would undertake to carry at least 1,000 
tons free for the period named. 


Halifax—The monthly meeting of the Halifax Chamber of 
Commerce was held recently, Mr. J. H. Murgatroyd, vice-president, 
occupying the chair. 

A circular was read with reference to the forthcoming Congress 
of Commerce of the Empire, at Montreal, in August, 

A circular from the London Chamber was also read dealing with 
the Workmen’s Compensation and Employers’ Liability Acts. A 
committee was appointed to draw up answers to a series of ques- 
tions submitted by the London Chamber.

OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade was established in 1899, in consequence of a report by a Depart- 
mental Committee, with a view to meet the constantly increasing demand 
for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as it 
can be met by Government action. It is intended to be a centre at which 
information on all subjects of commercial interest shall be collected and 
focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it is the duty 
of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford information in 
reply to all enquiries on commercial matters which may be addressed to 
it, whether written or verbal. 

The office is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, S.W., and (subject to the Comptroller-General of the Commercial, 
Statistical, and Labour Departments of the Board of Trade) is under the 
direction of Mr. T. Worthington. The “ Intelligence Branch ” endeavours, 
on application being made to it either personally or by letter, to supply 
information with regard to the following subjects, viz.:—Commercial 
Statistics: Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs: Excise and 
“Consumption” Duties: Port, Harbour, and Tonnage Dues, and other 
Charges on Shipping: Customs Regulations: Consular Fees: Forms of 
Certificates of Origin: Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers: 
Trading Licences: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender: 
Foreign and Colonial Bounties: Lists of firms abroad engaged in 
particular lines of business in different localities, &., &c. 

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the Board 
of Trade from the beginning of the present year, the work formerly 
carried on by the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute 
is now conducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade. The question of transferring the headquarters of this Branch 
from Westminster to the City is receiving the attention of the Board of 
Trade, and meanwhile verbal enquiries may be addressed to the Branch 
through the Temporary Enquiry Office which has been opened in the City 
Branch of the Imperial Institute at 49, Eastcheap, E.C. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch is also in communication with 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Professor Wyndham 
Dunstan, F.R.S., has been appointed director by the Board of Trade. 
Among. the branches of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of 
the arrangement and classification of the Collections of these products 
which are exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the sample 
room at the City Branch. 

The “Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch and 
intended- for general information is conveyed to the public. The 
“Journal” is now issued weekly at the price of ld. In future periodical 
supplements to the “ Board of Trade Journal” will be issued, containing 
information and reports bearing on the work carried out in the Imperial 
Institute at South Kensington.-
